I might mention that during the last spell of 
heat a week or soago the price of ice was 
quadrupled. Lbave been frequently told by 
persons living on the second and third floors of 
houses in Cairo that habitually and under 
ordinary “ctroumstances théy can only get 
water daring certain hours of the day. They 
find it useless to complain to the company.
